areſeting up a Babel, thinking to make the top thereof to reach 
to Heaven; bur verily you do but deceive your ſelyes, for God 
hath ſeen and is come to confound your Babt], and to ſmite at 
the feet of your Image, and to rent offall that covering which 
you have covered your ſelves withall , which is none of your 
own, butis ſtolen; and this is the God thar liveth for ever, 
even the holy Almighty one, in this the day of his power,doing
